The theme of this a! ternotive is to provide on economic 
timber supply from public lands to meet predicted demand, and 
existing mill capacity. Management of other resources will 
be done in an efficient manner consistent with the emphasis 
on timber supply, and while meeting environmental standards. 
Some areas with low timber volumes will be managed for 
recreation, visual quality and other n o n - c ommo d i t y 
resources. Areas in and around communities will he managed 
to provide for recreation and related traditional uses, 
iluding subsistence. 
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Direction Common to All klanogement Areas 

All management areas provide for the continuation of reasonable access to subsistence 
resources and the appropriate use of snovmach i nes , motorboats, and other means 
of traditional surfoce transportation by rural residents. 

A! ! .management areas are open to mineral exploration and development vith six exceptions: 
Wilderness, Wilderness National Monuments, Nonvi Iderness National Monuments. Wild Rivers,

WW - Wilderness - Monage for the preservation of areas essentially unoffected 
by human use thot provide outstanding opportunities for solitude, primitive 
recreotion, and scientific and educational uses. Roads are not permitted and 
use of mechanical transport and motorized equipment is limited. 

WM 7 Wilderness Notional Monument - Manage for the Wilderness portions of 
Admiralty Island and Misty Fiords National Monuments that provide outstanding 
opportunities for solitude and primitive recreation and to protect objects of 
ecological, cultural, geological , historical, p r e h i s i o r i c a I , and scientific 
interest. Roads are not permitted and use of mechanical transport and motorized 
equipment is limited. 

Nonwilderness Notionol Monument - Manage the nonwilderness portions of 
A dm 1 r a I t y I s I a n d a n d Misty Fiords National Monument to facilitate development 
of significant sni nerol resources to assure mining activities are compatible, 
to the maximum extent feasible, with the purposes for which the Monument was 
establ ished. 

NATURAL SETTING 

RA - Research Natural Areo - Manage areas for research ond education and/or 
to maintain natural diversity on National Forest System lands. No timber 
harvest will occur. 

Primitive Recreotion -Provide recreotion opportunities ond experiences 
outside Wi Iderness, in unmodified natural environments where interaction with 
other visitors is infrequent, and the opportunity for independence and 
closeness to nature is high. Timber harvesting is limited to insect ond 
disease control. Roads are absent.

When present, roods are few ond used primarily to expand ond 
improve access to recreation opportunities or to permit access to other parts 
of the Forest ond other ownerships. Timber harvest is limited to salvage of 
catastrophic events or beach log recovery.

EF - Experimental Forests - Manage to provide a variety of long-term opportunities 
for Forest research and demonstration areas. Timber harvesting will occur only tor 
these purposes. Roads will be developed to facilitate ongoing research.

BF - Beach Fringe and Estuary - Manage for natural beach fringe 
and estuary habitats, including windrirm old-growth conifer 
stands, cliffs, and beaches above the mean high-tide line. 

Timber harvesting is limited to cotosrophic events and unevenaged 
management if it encourages development of old-growth habitat 
characteristics. Roads associated with log transfer facilities 
maybe located within the area. 



SL - Stream and Lake Protection - 4/ - Maintain or enhonce fish ond 
other riparian-associated resources. Timber harvesting is allowed 
where not in conflict with protecting riparian-associated resources. 
Roads will be located outside the area to the extent practicable. 



SA - Special Areas - Provide for the inventory, maintenance, 
interpretation, and protection of areas with archeological, 
historical, Native American religious, scenic, geological, 
botanical, zoological, palentological or other special 
features. No timber harvest is scheduled. Roads will not 
be permitted unless compatible vith management objectives. 

Number of River Segments/Miles of River 

WR - Wild Rivers - Maintain and enhonce the outstandingly 
remarkoble values of river segments which qualify the river 
to be classified a Wild River. Shorelines are primitive and 
undeveloped. Timber harvesting is limited to insect and 
disease control. Roads are generally not present. Access 
is by trail, airplane or boat. 



SR - Scenic Rivers - Maintain ond enhonce the o u t s t a n d i n g I y 
remarkable values of river segments which qualify the river 
to be classified a Scenic River. Shorelines are largely 
undeveloped but may be accessible in places by roads. 

Timber harvesting is limited by the ability of the landscape 
to visually absorb the activity. Roads will be designed to 
be compatible with the landscape. 
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Within WW-W i I d e r n e s s , there are 3 0,0 9 3 acres of RA-Research 
Natural Areas and 329,000 acres of SA-Special Areas. 

Within WN-Wi Iderness National Monument, there are 8 5,9 49 
acres of RA-Research Natural Areas and 102,251 acres of 
SA-Special Areas. 

Total Forest acreage for all alternatives is 17,001,745. 
Discrepancies result from an overlap of MM-Minerals with 
other prescriptions.
